G eneral Gnrtield Serenaded at W ashing­ 
to n —His E legant Response. 
W a s h in g t o n , .Tune 17th.—General Gar­ 
field was serenaded by the National Veteran 
Association last night. 
Attorney-General 
Devens introduced him, referring to his hum­ 
ble origin and grand'achievements, his Bpot- 
less integrity and Christian character. 
Gen­ 
eral Garfield said: 
Fellow-citizens : 
W hile J have looked upon this 
great array, I believe 1 have got a new idea of the 
m ajesty of the American people. 
When I refleet 
that wherever you find the sovereign power every 
reverent head on earth bows before it, and when I 
rem em ber th at here for a hundred y ars we have 
denied the sovereignty of any man, and in place of 
it have asserted the sovereignty of all, I see before 
me so vast a concourse th at it is easy for me to im­ 
agine that the rest of the American people are 
gathered here to -n ig h t; and if they were all here, 
every man would stand uncovered and in unsamlelcd 
feet in the presence of the m ajesty of the only sov­ 
ereign power in this government under Almighty 
God 
i Cheers. | 
And therefore to this great audi- 
dience I pay tho respectful homage th at in part be­ 
longs to the sovereignty of the people. I thank you 
for fids great and glorious dem onstration. I am not 
for one m om ent misled in believing that it refers to 
so poor a thing as any one of our number. 
1 know 
it means your reverence to yuur governm ent, your 
reverence for its laws, your reverence for its insti­ 
tutions and your compliment to one who is placed 
for a moment in relations to you of peculiar impor­ 
tance. 
For alt these reasons I thank you. 
I cannot 
al this tim e u tter a word on the subject of general 
politics. 
1 would not m ar the cordiality of this wel­ 
come, to which, to some extent, ail arc gathered, by 
any reference except to the present moment and its 
significance. 
But 1 wish to say th at a large propor­ 
tion of this assemblage to-night were my comrades 
iu the late war for the Union.

brethren who were at home, and bv this you 
were again added to th-: civil armv of the republic. 
I greet you, comrades and fellow soldiers, and the 
great body of distinguished citizens who are g ath ­ 
ered here to-night, who are the strong stay and 
support of business, of prosperity, of peace, of 
civic order and the glory of the republic, and I 
thank you for your welcome to-night. 
It was said 
m a welcome to one who came to England to be 
part of her glory, and all the nation spoke when it 
said : 
** Normans and Saxons and Banes are we. 
But ail of us are Banes in our welcoate to thee,” 
And wesay to-night, of all the nation, of all the people, 
soldiers and civilians, there is one name that welds 
us all into one. 
It is the name of American citizen, 
under the Union and under the glory of th e flag 
that led us to victory and to peace. 
| Applause | 
For this magnificent welcome I thank you w ith all 
there is in my heart. 
Doud cheers were then given for General 
Garfield as he retired from the platform, and 
his place was taken by other speakers. Sena­ 
tor Dogau came in for a large ehare of ap­ 
plause when he announced that first, last and 
all the time he had been for the nominee of 
the Kepttblican party.

General Garfield entered the 
hall upon the arm of General Sherman, and 
was e-corted to the head of the table, all the 
members remaining standing until General 
Sherman called the assembly to order. 
Gen­ 
eral Sherman sat at the head of the table, 
with General Garfield on his right. Secre­ 
taries Schmz, Ramsay, Sherman and Thomp­ 
son, Postmaster-General Key and Attorney- 
General Devens occupied seats at the same 
table with Generals Garfield and Shenr.au.

Sherman 
announced that the 
meeting was for the purpose of meeting their 
comrade of the Army of the Cumberland— 
General Garfield. 
General Anson G. Mc­

honors that could be given him.

Garfield then rose, and was received with en­ 
thusiastic applause. 
He said he knew noth­ 
ing was more difficult than for a man to gpeak 
of such compliments as had been paid him 
without embarrassment, but there was some­ 
thing in the character of soldierhood which 
gives freedom of speech, and makes one feel 
and think without embarrassment. 
The 
men who were present, he said, had been so 
tried in war that their sympathies ran out to 
each other. 
He did not feel at tnis time like 
indulging in talk on politics.

mented highly tho conduct of the volunteer 
soldiers of the army, aa well as the regulars, 
and said he m ver felt jealous of the regulars, 
which some people felt.

I n d i a n a p o l i s , June 17th.—The Republi­ 
can State Convention met at 10 o’clock, and 
was called to order by Hon. John C. New, 
Chairman of the State Central Committee. 
General Grose, Chairman of the Committee 
on Organization, reported for permanent 
Chairman W. H. Calkins. M. C.. and John 
W ray as permanent Secretary. 
The report 
was unanimously adopted. 
The mention of General Garfield’s name 
by the President produced enthusiastic and 
prolonged cheering. 
The platform reaffirms and indorses the 
resolutions of the Chicago Convention ; rec­ 
ognizes in the Chicago nominees representa­ 
tive Republicans and statesmen, who may be 
well intrusted with the administration of our 
National Government, and commends them 
to the support of the people ; recognizes the 
right of foreigners to emigrate hither and the 
right of native-born citizens to migrate from 
one State to another without vexatious inves­ 
tigation as to their motives; congratulates 
the people of ludiana on the recent constitu­ 
tional amendments as tending to economy, 
free ballots, reduced taxes and as proving the 
unfitness of the Democracy to administer the 
State Government; reaffirms devotion to free 
schools ; expresses gratitude to the soldiers, 
which should be embodied in the national 
laws enacted from time to time. 
The Convention then proceeded with the 
nomination of candidates for the State ticket. 
For Governor the following were presented: 
General A. D. Streight, Hon. W. Ii. Mc- 
Keen, Dr. A. O. Burgess, Hon. A. G. Porter, 
Hon. Thos. Stansford, Hon. John M. But­ 
ler, General W. Q. Gresham, and Hon. Wm. 
Cuinback. 
The first ballot resulted: Streight 4074, 
Porter 2104, Burgess 100J, Stansford 34, 
McKeen 149, Butler 514, Gresham 14, Cum- 
back II. 
On the second ballot there was no choice. 
On the third ballot Hon. A. G. Porter was 
nominated, receiving t>37i votes. For Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor the Convention nominated 
Thomas Hanna of Putnam ; forjudge of the 
Supreme Court, Third District, Hon. Bryan 
K. Elliott of Marion : for Judge of the Su­ 
preme Court, Fifth District, Wm. A. Woods 
of Elkhart. 
For Secretary of State, G. R. Hawn ; Au­ 
ditor, Colonel E. II. Wolf ; Treasurer, Ros­ 
well S. H ill; Attorney-General, D. P. Bald­ 
win ; Reporter of the Supreme Court, Francis 
M. Dice ; Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, Professor J. M. Bloss. 
Kentucky Dem ocratfr Slafc Convention 


L e x i n g t o n , June 17th.— The Democratic 
State Convention met to-day. about 000 del­ 
egates being present. 
General L. Dispa 
was elected Chairman and E. Polk Johnson 
Secretary. 
While waiting for reports of 
committees speeches were made by Colonel 
Breckinridge, Henry Watterson, General O. 
McClay and others. 
The name of Tilden 
was always received with long and loud 
cheers, but when Judge Lindsay alluded to 
Horatio Seymour thire was the wildest en­ 
thusiasm, the cheering continuing for several 
minutes. All of the speakers avowed a 
strong preference for Tilden. A resolution 
directing the State delegation at Cincinnati 
to vote as a unit excited a very heated de­ 
bate, and occupied the time of the Convention 
up to the hour of taking a recess until 8 
o’clock p. M. 
On reassembling a resolution instructing 
the delegates to vote as a unit was withdrawn. 
This íb regarded as a damper on the Tilden 
men, although the majority of the delegates 
are for Tilden. 
The delegates from the State 
at large are Henry Watterson, John W. 
Stevenson, General William Preston and 
Judge W. Lindsay. 
P ro hibition National C onvention. 


C l e v e l a n d , June 17th.—The Prohibition 
National Convention was held here to-day, 
with 142 delegates representing 12 States— 
Arkansas, Connecticut, Iowa, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, 
New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin. 
Rev. Dr. Minor, of Boston, 
was chosen President. The principal speeches 
were made by Dr. Minor and Judge Black. 
For President, Neal Dow, of Maine, was 
nominated by acclamation. 
For Vice-Presi­ 
dent, A. H. Thompson, of Westerville, O., 
was nominated.

C h i c a g o , June 17th.—The Timen' Cincin­ 
nati special says : The most important arrival 
is Mayor Prince of Boston, Secretary of the 
National Committee. 
Two more of the Ne­ 
vada delegation, Colonel E. Ellis ami Hon. 
J. C. Hagerman, are here. They say Tilden 
on the first ballot, Field on the second. 
One 
of the attaches ol the Commercial states that 
Halstead admits Garfield’s defeat unless Til­ 
den is nominated. Judge McCorkle of Cali­ 
fornia is setting the pins for Justice Field. 
An alternate from one of the Pacific States, 
loaded up witli beer, is in the station-house 
with 81,100 in his pocket. 


N e w Y o r k , June 17th.—The Tribanc thus 
sums up its specials on the subject uf the Dem­ 
ocratic Convention at Cincinnati: It is under­ 
stood that Tilden is now an active candidate. 
Tilden’» friends in this city deny the report 
that Henry B. Payne has been asked by tele­ 
graph from Gramwercy Park to take the sec­ 
ond place on the Democratic ticket. 
They 
also deny that the circular in support of Til­ 
den, which was thought to be inspired by 
him, was really issued on his authority, or 
with his knowledge. 
Chicago, June 17th.—Major Harris’ recent 
visit to Horatio Seymour wa3 apparently 
made in his own interest as a Vice-Presiden­ 
tial candidate, and apparently resulted in 
Seymour giving him tbe most positive assur­ 
ances that he was not a candidate, and would 
under no circumstances accept a nomination. 
Harris, however, 
evidently became con­ 
vinced that Seymour would accept if nomi­ 
nated, and does not hesitate to say so. 


N e w Y o r k , June 17th.—An evening paper 
publishes a Cincinnati dispatch, as follows : 
The Commercial's 
Syracuse special says: 
“ Seymour has decided to accept the Presi­ 
dential nomination, if tendered.” 


C h i c a g o , June 17th.—A Times' Indianap­ 
olis special says : Thurman deprecates the 
movement of some zealous friends who intend 
to go to Cincinnati in his behalf with ban­ 
ners and other emblems. 
He considers such 
accessories unseemly- 
Hon. Lyman Trumbull's friends here re­ 
gard him as a possible “ dark horse,” and 
will turn out in force at Cincinnati. 
An ex­ 
cursion is already made up from here to go 
down on Saturday night. Trumbull’s nom­ 
ination as Governor is regarded as an advan­ 
tage in his Presidential aspirations. 


N e w Y o r k , June 17th.—The Times says : 
Kentucky and North Carolina, in their re­ 
spective Conventions to-day, will complete 
the roll of the Cincinnati Convention. 
Few 
of the Democratic State Conventions have 
instructed their delegates. A great number 
of interviews with delegates have been pub­ 
lished, and in various ways a good many ex­ 
pressions of Democratic opinion as to the 
outlook of the Convention have gone before 
the country. All these put together offer but 
little light on the probable course of events at 
Cincinnati. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , June 17th.—Several leading 
Democrats who were interviewed last night 
and to-day as to what may be expected to 
happen at Cincinnati express widely diver­ 
gent opinions. 
Senator Beck, who leaves for Cincinnati 
to-morrow night, sail this morning that in 
his opinion neither Tilden nor Seymonr is 
out of the race. 
He thinks that Seymour 
will accept the nomination if it is tendered, 
in spite of all that has been said, and that 
either Seymour or Tilden will be nominated. 
Congressman Carlisle, who left the city last 
evening for his home in Covington, Ky., said 
before leaving that he believed both Tilden 
and Seymour well out of the way. 
The Con­ 
vention. he thought, will be a free-for-all. and 
the chances about nearly divided between 
the several candidates. 
Speaker Randall 
will, he thinks, make some headway, but 
will probably lie unacceptable to the men of 
the West. 
Sergeant-at-Arms 
Thompson leaves for 
Cincinnati to-night. 
He says that Seymour 
will not accept, but that Tilden has not given 
up the fight by a good deal. So long as 
there is a ghost of a cltance he will work 
every influence to its fullest capacity to se­ 
cure the nomination. 
Mr. Thompson, how­ 
ever, thinks the choice will probably be one 
of these three men—Bayard, Thunrwn or 
McDonald. 
Senator Beck believes that the ticket will 
be Seymour and Hendricks. 
He predicts 
that they will be nominated almost by accla­ 
mation, and be elected by an overwhelming 
majority. 
An intimate pets mal and political friend 
of Speaker Randall said this evening that 
Tilden would not permit Set moor to become 
a candidate if he could help it, and would 


slaughter him if he should receive tho nomi­ 
nation. 
Tilden, he said, had done such 
things before, and would not scruple to do 
the same thing again. 
It is believed that Randall will exert all 
his influence to secure Tilden's nomination, if 
[sissible, and that failing in th>3 he will him­ 
self be placed in the field and obtain a re­ 
spectable share of Tilden's following.

P r o v i d e n c e (R. I.), June 17th.—A t the 
signal Hanlan rushed to the front, and was 
followed by Boyd and Riley. 
After a time 
Ross pushed ahead of Boyd, ami they fought 
steadily for the third position. Finally 11 ss 
passed the Englishman and sped for Hanlan, 
passing him before reaching the turning point 
by three or four lengths, with Riley second, 
and Haitian third. 
Gaudier seemed to have 
fouled with his buoy in turning, and Boyd 
fared no better, for he cante in contact with 
his buoy and was detained nearly half 
a minute. 
As tho buoy was rounded the 
wind freshened perceptibly.

G a l v e s t o n , June 17th.—A ATcics special 
from Marshall says : A lady this morning, 
escorted by two gentlemen, all strangers, en­ 
tered the Court. 
The District Attorney met 
them, ami announced to the C ourt: “ There 
is a lady present—I presume it is Miss Cum­ 
mins. 
Please have her sworn.” This pro­ 
duced a sensation. Colonel Crawford, for the 
defense, asked to confer with Miss Cummins 
for his side. 
Witness was put under the rule, 
and will be conferred with by b ji.li sides. 
The arrival of Miss Cummins caused such 
confusion that a recess was taken. 
Miss Cummins was called after recess, and 
gave a graphic narrative of what Bhe saw- 
from the time of leaving the Opera House 
until she left for the North. She saw four 
shots—two at Barrymore, two at Porter. She 
said Barrymore and Porter had their heads 
turned towards one another, talking of Cur­ 
rie’s funny expression to Harvey, viz : 
l)o 
yon want to sell a dog ?” and while talking 
Currie passed behind them to the front door 
and turned, aiking if the insult was directed 
to him, at the same time using threats ; did 
not see Porter put his hand |to his ear in the 
way complained of by Currie; Harvey dis­ 
appeared from her sight after the first fire. 
After the shooting, when appealed to about 
allowing such conduct, he made his way, she 
thought, overwrite counter. 
Witness came di­ 
rect to this trial frem Windsor, Canada. Her 
expenses were defrayed by the Dramatic 
Actrs. 
She came of her own volition.

D e n v e r (Col.), June 17th.—The Wars' 
Leadville special gives the result of the 
meeting of the Miners’ Union to-day. The 
meeting was largely attended by members of 
tire Union. 
Generals Cook and James and 
their staffs and a number of prominent mine- 
owners were also present. 
After a full and 
free discussion the Miners’ Union adopted a 
series of resolutions agreeing to resume work 
at the terms on which they were employed 
previous to the strike, certain mine-ownera to 
recognize the eight-hour system in future as 
heretofore, and giving pledges to use their 
influence to have that system generally 
adopted throughout. The camp understood, 
however, that the men were to go to work at 
the old prices whenever they could get it, and 
that no strike would be ordered or permitted 
against the managers who insisted upon work­ 
ing hour shifts. Such leaders of the strike 
as were known to have counseled and resorted 
to violence and intimidation would not be 
employed. A committee appointed by tho 
meeting waited upon General Cook, and they 
joined in a dispatch to Governor Pitkin, re­ 
questing a continuance of martial law a. the 
discretion of General Cook. As the matter 
now stands, they are to go to vrnrk at the old 
prices, the Union not to he disbanded, how­ 
ever. The mine owners and managers make 


no conces'ion except that they will use their 
influence in favor of a general adoption of 
the eight hour system. 
Mooney and other 
leaders are guaranteed immunity from arre»t 
if they return. 
If the miners go to work to­ 
morrow, ail the mines will resume with a foil 
force. A large number of mines are already 
working a full force, and confidence is gen­ 
erally restored.

B r a t t l e b o r o , JuneT7tli.—To day’s devel­ 
opments only confirm the previous reports of 
the utter failure of the First National Bank, 
and possibly future developments may add 
to rather than decrease the liabilities, which 
are now' placed at 8450,487. The assets con­ 
sist of about $218.000 in notes (many known 
to be fraudulent); Government bonds in 
Washington, '$100,000; W aite’s property, 
under attachment, variously estimated at 
820.000 to 850,000. 
Telegrams were received 
to-day showing additional fraudulent transac­ 
tions in New York. Three hundred shares of 
the bank stock had been placed in the Fourth 
National "Bank at New York as collateral, 
on which Waite, had received about 815,000. 
This stock may have belonged to Waite, it 
being understood that he was a large share­ 
holder ; but it may turn out to be an over­ 
issue.

T h e Porte a n d th e P o w er» . 
V ienna, June 17th.—The answer of the 
Porte to the identical note is better than an­ 
ticipated, as it accepts the decision of the 
Powers and places itself on the same basis 
*ith them. There is, however, a reservation 
that mediation should not interfere with the 
free decisions of the Porte ; but it was never 
expected that the Porte would submit before 
knowing the decision of the Powers. The in­ 
ference is that the action of the Powers has 
not failed to produce some impression upon 
the Sultan as to the seriousness of his po­ 
sition. 
T h e S itu a tio n In 
T u rk e y . 
Constantinople, June 17th.—It is stated 
that the Porte will not openly object to tLe 
decisions of the Conference, but will not en­ 
force them. 
The Albanians on the Greek 
border are being urged to resist. 
Large sup­ 
plies cf arms and ammunition have been sent 
for distribution. The flnancial difficulties are 
increasing. Notwithstanding the scarcity of 
money, constant additions are being made to 
the special chest at the W ar Office, supposed 
to be in anticipation of a war with Greece. It 
is believed that Russia is secretly inspiring 
the Sultan with the idea of resistance. There 
can be no hope of Turkey accepting the ad­ 
vice of Europe while the influence of Osman 
Pasha and Said Pasha, who are simply Rus­ 
sian instruments, prevails.

it is addressed to the “ IVopIo of 
“ the Unitod States,” and it is little more 
than a lo -.-e and irrelevant denunciation of 
the corporation with which the settlers are 
at issue, framed very much after the fash­ 
ion of a jKiiitical platform. 
It the settlers 
had any sensible advisers th-y would re­ 
frain from sensational and irrational out­ 
breaks of this character. 
For their cause 
has nothing to gain hy abuse of the rail­ 
road company, nor can it le determ ine! 
by any quantity of rhetorical pronuncia­ 
mientos.

THE CASS OF BKADLAUGH. 


The case of Ilradlaugh appears about to 
be settled by allowing him to make a sim­ 
ple affirmation. 
The House of Commons 
is disinclined to exclude a member who is 
certain to be returned again in such an 
event, anil whose exclusion on the ground 
of atheism would lie sure to raise a storm 
throughout 
the 
country. 
brad laugh’s 
opponents almost compelled his admission 
by taking the position that bis atheism 
ought to exclude him. 
The House knows 
very well that if such a position were 
adopted it would have to expel a great 
m any of its best members. 
In fact, it is 
too late to inaugurate a persecution of this 
kind, and the indications are that the 
m ajority ..ill iccogiiize and act upon this 
obvious consideration. 


A m inority report on the causes of the 
negro exodus was filed a few hours before 
Congress adjourned, by Senator YVindom. 
There are now, therefore, two antagonistic 
theories of the movement before the pub­ 
lic, and they are a t liberty to adopt which­ 
ever view best harmonizes with their pre­ 
vious ideas on the subject. 
I t is scarcely 
necessary to say th at both these reports 
are partisan. 
That which the Democrats 
have prepared denies the existence of any 
abuse of the negroes in the Southern 
States, asserts that they have been tem pted 
to migrate by political organizations, which 
have circulated false notions of the advan­ 
tages to be gained by the exodus, and 
endeavors generally to make it appear that 
the whole 
movement Í3 a Republican 
dodge, fraught w ith evil to the blacks. 
The Republican report, on the other hand, 
denies the existenco of any political agency 
in the premises, declares tb at the only or­ 
ganizations concerned have been charitable 
ones, asserts tb at the negroes have bad 
ample reasons for wishing to leave the 
South, and maintains that the exodus is a 
salutary and promising phenomenon. 
To 
arrive at the truth it is necessary to 
take the mean of theso two accounts. 
N either 
of 
them 
is 
wholly 
tru st­ 
worthy, or wholly inaccurate. 
The South­ 
ern negroes have undoubtedly suffered 
much from political persecution, and from 
the probably unavoidable results of their 
own ignorance and improvidence. I t isquite 
possible that some political influence has 
been employed as one of the factors in the 
exodus, and th at in many instances gross 
misrepresentations have been made to in­ 
duce the colored people to go North. 
But 
when due allowance has been made for tho 
distorting influence of partisan and sec­ 
tional bias, enough solid facts will remain 
to demonstrate the wholcsomeness of the 
emigration a3 a whole. 
In the first place 
it has been for some time apparent th at in 
the States where the colored population is 
the largest the opportunities for the de­ 
velopment of free and progressive tend­ 
encies are the fewest. The negro docs not, 
a3 a rule, gain anything hy being shut up 
to his own race influences. W hen (h ecom­ 
munity is all black the social and political 
advancement is very slow, and there is 
even danger of retrogression to the plane 
of tho old plantation hand. 
AViien the 
population is mixed, and the blacks are 
scattered 
about 
among 
the 
whites, 
the 
former 
arc 
stim ulated 
to 
in­ 
creased 
activity, 
and 
acquire 
ambi­ 
tions 
and 
desires 
which 
tend 
to 
elevate them. 
In most of the Southern 
States, again, the poverty of the white 
planters compels them to adopt forms of 
payment for labor which are highly de­ 
moralizing to their employes. 
W hen ig­ 
norant and unthrifty laborers are paid in 
kind, or arc allowed to trade out their 
wages bills at the plantation store, they 
almost always fail to accumulate anything, 
and generally run in debt. 
In fact, this 
system of payment too closely resembles 
the ohl slavery system to afford any invi­ 
tation to economy and self-denial. 
To 
make those who were reared in slavery in­ 
dependent, they must be taught the value 
of money and the necessity of economy 
hy being compelled to support themselves 
from day to day hy their cash tam ings. 
There is very little opportunity for such 
education st the South, and therefore it is 
for the best interests of tiro negroes that 
they should leave it. 


A t the N orth they will lind a different 
kind of labor field. 
They must work hard­ 
er, but they will he sure of steady wages, 
ar.d they will be t: lancipatcd from the bad 
influences of the store and the book-account 
system. 
The largo negro communities will 
also be broken up by emigration, and thus 
their constituent elements will be afforded 
much better chances of progressing and ac­ 
quiring mental and moral stamina. 
Nor 
m ust political considerations bo neglected. 
The position of the Southern negroes in the 
States where they are most numerous is at 
present as nearly hopeless, politically, as it 
could well be. 
They are so situated as to 
attract and keep up the ho»tility of the 
white minority, and their inferiority to the 
latter in power of organization and capa­ 
city for resistance exposes them 
con­ 
stantly to a form of persecution which 
threatens to become chronic, and to reduce 
them to a condition but little removed from 
th a t of poonage. 
The very best thing for 
them, theref re, probably is to take them 
away from all their past surroundings, and 
to put them in communities having no 
traditions of slavery, and .where all their 
capacities will have free scope. 
T h e .fif­ 
teen years which have elapsed since the 
close id the rebellion do not justify an 
expectation th at the Southern negro can 
work out his own elevation in his old 
habitat, w ithout the stimulus of changes in 
his environment « liich arc not likely to 
occur. 
The white element of the South 
with which the negro conies most in con­ 
tact is not one calculated to do him any 
good. 
It is an altogether different ele­ 
ment 
to 
th at 
with 
which 
he 
must 
mix at 
the 
North. 
The 
latter is 
an 
independent, 
self - reliant, 
indus­ 
trious 
cía».», 
and 
its example cannot 
hut benefit the blacks. 
The exodus of 
the colored race from the .South may also 
eventually rod-ma-l to the advantage of 
the Southern whites, by removing one 
strong tem ptation to recur to the old 
slovenly and wasteful methods of cultiva­ 
tion. By solving the m :ist difficult political 
problems ever before the country, this 
movement imi3t help the South, for as­ 
suredly a solid South is the worst thing 
for Southern interests that can he imag­ 
ined. 
We believe, therefore, that this 
migration will go on, and that it w ill in the 
end cause radical changes in Southern in­ 
stitutions, views, and political programmes. 
We believe that it offers perhaps the only 
attainable method of settling formidable 
social, commercial, and political difficulties, 
and that its results are destined to be 
highly beneficial both to the negroes and 
to the country at large. 


THE NEGLECTED WORK OF CONGRLSS. 


The close of the Into session of Congress 
is chiefly remarkable for the exhibit made 
of neglected work. 
An unusual number 
of im portant bills have been introduced, i 
and nineteen-twentieths of them have gone j 
over w ithout action. 
A great many bills 1 
affecting the interests of California and the j 
l’a ;ific coast generally have had this fate, ! 
but we are probably no worse off than the Í 
rest of the countiy. 
The obvious cause of ; 
all this neglect of the country’s business ! 
is, Presidential politics, and here we have 
a striking illustration of the mischievous 
effects of partisanship upon national legis­ 
lation. 
Every measure brought forward , 
during the past session has been subjected ' 
to a partisan test. 
The question of its 
m erit has been ignored, the vital consid­ 
eration being w hether its enactment would 
help or hinder party interests. 
Both sides 
being under tho same necessity of making 
political capital, neither has made any se­ 
rious attem pt to get urgent business trans­ 
acted. 
They have, in fact, spent the lime 
in watching one another, and in trying to 


trip one another up. 
The main require 
ment was to avoid committal upon doubt 
ful 
points, 
and 
to 
this 
require­ 
ment 
the 
most 
momentous 
inter­ 
ests 
have 
been 
sacrificed. 
The 
Democrats undoubtedly overdid the ap­ 
propriations for internal improvements, 
but th at was because they thought capital 
could be made out of liberal disbursements 
at the South. 
The revision of the tariff, 
the settlem ent of the silver question, the 
adjustm ent cf the machinery for counting 
the electoral vote, and similarly im portant 
measures, were all thrust aside, or dodged, 
or cunningly shullled out of sight between 
committees, for fear of making bad records 
one way or the other. The only legislation 
which claimed the hearty and energetic 
support of either party was the Democratic 
attem pt to open the door wide to fraud and 
force at Federal elections by destroying 
the machinery by which those abuses have 
hitherto been met. 
This is a sharp satire 
upon Democratic professions, but it is un­ 
questionably a just presentation of the fact. 
Over all the session, however, luing the 
shadow of the Presidential campaign, and 
it marred everything upon which it rested. 
Judging from this experience it would save 
the country a great deal of money if Con­ 
gress were prohibited from sitting in the 
spring and summer of Presidential years.

WIFE MURDER IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


The San Francisco Post thinks “ that 
“ uxoricide in th at city is not considered 
“ the gravest of crimes.” 
A jury there 
ha3 just brought in a verdict of murder in 
tho second degre e in a very aggravated and 
deliberate crime of this kind, and the Post 
says further : 
“ In the past fifteen yea’s 
“ in San Francisco thero have been between 
“ forty and fifty wife murders, and not one 
“ man guilty of thi3 offense has been 
“ hanged. 
The last wife murderer was 
“ hanged in 1S(53 or 180-1.” 
We do not 
suppose th a t San Francisco juries entertain 
a peculiar fondness for wife-mnrderers. 
If 
our contemporary had given the statistics 
of executions for murder in any form during 
the past fifteen years it would probably 
have come nearer a solution of the question. 
The truth seems to be th at of late years 
there has been 
a reluctance 
to hang 
for murder at all. 
A sentimental and 
most irrational opposition to capital pun­ 
ishment arose 
in 
this 
country 
some 
fifteen years ago, and has produced very 
bad effects wherever it has taken root. 
In San francisco its first prominent result 
was the hideous failure of justice in the 
Crittenden murder case, and since then 
many almost as shocking condonations of 
crime have occurred. 
The fact, however, 
is hardly doubtful th at the crime of wife- 
murder has increased of late in San Fran­ 
cisco, and therefore it is not unnatural 
that its increase should be attributed to 
the escape of former wife-murdercrs. 
If 
San Francisco would begin to hang all her 
murderers iu a business-like way, and thus 
make it apparent to tho 
homicidally- 
inclined that the practice was dangerous, 
the tendency to kill wives would probably 
sustain a salutary check. 
Hemp is the 
best and in our opinion the only remedy 
for th a t kind of epidemic.

AUSTRALASIA. 


The steamship City of Sydney, which 
arrived at San 
Francisco 
Wednesday, 
brought the following news : 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 
» 
Parliam ent was to be prorogued in June. 
The vote of .t'75,000 for immigration pur­ 
poses has been postponed. 
The New South Wales Fresh Food Ex­ 
port Company have issued their prospectus. 
The new company starts with a capital of 
£100,000, in 10,000 shares of i'10 each. 
As soon as 5,000 shares arc applied for a 
provisional directorate will be appointed, 
and a suitable site for carrying on tito 
works of the company secured in the 
neighborhood of Sydney. 
The principal 
objects of the society are to erect machin­ 
ery and storehouses for freezing and stor­ 
ing, and exporting meat and produce, so 
that vessels may be loaded without delay. 
The rainfall during the week ending May 
22.1 has been light all over the colony, 
though in one or two districts in the south 
some heavy showers have been experienced. 
Iu some of the western districts frost has 
affected the pasture land rather detrim ent­ 
ally, but stock arc reported as being in 
good condition, pleuro being present in 
only one district—th at of Carcoar, and 
fluke having appeared only in the Glen 
limes sheep. 
The general prospect is 
good, and any damages which have been 
done by adverse weather to the agricult­ 
ural or pastoral interests will be remedied 
by a few showers. 
Victoria Parliament was 
opened by 
Commission on May U th. 
Sir Charles 
McMahon was elected Speaker of the As­ 
sembly. 
Eighty-five members were pres­ 
ent out of 80, of whom 40 sat on the Min­ 
isterial benches and 38 on the Opposition. 
N ext 
day the Governor delivered his 
speech. 
The first duty of the House will 
be to submit a measure of constitutional 
reform. 
Owing to the strike of miners at New­ 
castle coal has became so scarce in Mel­ 
bourne th at it was feared the city would 
be without gas. 
The agricultural statistics for Victoria, 
for the year ending March 31, 18S0, show 
that the total quantity of laud under till­ 
age in 1879-80 was 1,081,400 acresjas com­ 
pared w ith 1,609,278 acres in 1878-9. The 
gross product of wheat was 0,070,737 
busheh in 1878-9, and 9,407,503 bushels iu 
1S79-80, the increase being 3,349,706 bush­ 
els. 
Last year’s yield averaged 13 3 bush­ 
els to the acre, the average in 1878-9 being 
only 8.8 bushels. 
The Hon. Neil Black, M. L. C'., died on 
the 10th at his residence, Mount Noorat, 
W estern District, aged 70 years. 
He was 
a Colonist of forty-one years’ standing, 
and had represented the W estern Province 
in the Legislative Council for twenty-one 
years. 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 
The Marine Board directs that, in future, 
vessels m ust be boarded not less than two 
miles from the outer end of the Semaphore 
jetty, and calls attention to the by-laws 
providing for penalties for neglect regard­ 
ing pilotage. 
A letter from Major-General Robert 
Cadell, at Madras, states th at the N ether­ 
lands Indian Government have w ritten to 
him particulars of his brother’s (Captain 
Cadell, 
the M urray explorer) fate. 
He 
says that in March, 1879, Cadell’s vessel, 
the Gem, was near Key islands, and one 
evening some of the crew (lour of whom 
had been arrested) state they heard six 
successive shots from a revolver. 
They 
looked iu the cabin and saw Cadell welter­ 
ing in bis blood, and a seaman named Pen­ 
man at the door, brandishing a weapon. 
He took possession of the dollars and 
other valuables, and being'arm ed, forced 
the crew by threats to man the boats, and 
scuttled the ship with the body still in the 
cabin. 
Dr. Schomburgk has received the seed 
of two new varieties of wheat from Ver­ 
mont, which are now acknowledged to be 
superior to all others. 
J. S. Webb, Secretary of the Dunedin 
Chamber of Commerce, has disappeared. 
A salmon weighing Eeven pounds has 
been Liken from the Grey river. 
The line weather is causing a much 
larger area than usual to be plowed. 
The crops of the whole colony last year 
w ere: 
W heat, 7,610,012 bushels; oats, 
12,062,607 
bushels; 
barley, 1,751,432. 
Total, 21,424,051. Very satisfactory figures 
in themselves, if prices were only as satis­ 
factory. 
The increase in wheat, as com­ 
pared with 1879, is 1,532,408 bushels : in 
oats, 3.697,021 bushels ; and iu liarle}’, 
1,041,657 bushels. 
Of potatoes, the total 
crop is 119,523 tons, and the increase on 
last year, 33,303 tons. 
The total area un­ 
der crop this year, exclusive of grasses, is 
913,764 acres, and the increase 94,319 
acres. 
The number of holdings had in­ 
creased from 21,054 in 1879 to 23,129 in 
1880 ; so that in every way tiiere has been 
a great expansion of our agricultural opera­ 
tions, as well as a remarkable yield.

T h e S c h o o l I n v e s tig a tio n .—The Board 
of Education resumed the school investiga­ 
tion last evening, inquiring into the reason of 
the failure of the graduating class of the Sac­ 
ramento Grammar School under 1 rof. A. H . 
McDonald. 
John Sw ett was the first w it­ 
ness. 
He said he had been thirty years a 
teacher, was State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction for five years, D eputy City Su­ 
perintendent of San Francisco three years, 
and is now Principal of the Girls’ High and 
Siormal School, San Francisco. 
H as had 
large experience in preparing questions for 
graduating ehuses during thtse years, and for 
iitteeu years worked on boards of examina­ 
tion of teachers. Saw the questions on arith­ 
metic given the first grade of the Sacramento 
Gram mar School in the Iíe c o rd -U Nion in 
San Francisco. 
H ad seen them since in the 
Superintendent’s office. H ad examined some 
of the examination papers of the Sacramento 
and the Capital Gram m ar Schools’ first grade 
classes. 
Beyond asking for those papers and 
examining them had had no conversation or 
talk with any person relative to the questions 
or his opinion of them or the investigation. 
W hen he tir.-t saw the questions in the E ecokd- 
U n io n ho believed them too difficult, more 
difficult than any ho had ever seen for such 
purpose, and more difficult than tolerated in 
S.m Francisco or in Eastern cities usually. 
H is second .examination had confirmed iiis 
first opinion. 
There is a tendency to make 
arithm etic a hobby. 
T hat was the main 
cause of the dissatisfaction of the people 
with the State 11 u rd series of questions and 
the troubles consequent thereon, and the feel­ 
ing went into the Constitutional Convention 
and led to a radical change, as all know. 
In 
San Francisco questions lor the grammar 
grade were formerly' piepared by the High 
School Principal, and as a result cut out 
many pupils that should not have been so 
treated. 
Some of the teachers rebelled and 
fought, and 
the 
system 
was abolished. 
It is always an 
error 
to 
have High 
School 
teachers 
prepare 
questions 
for 
pupils to be 
graduated 
from a lower 
school to their own. 
To a schoolmaster or 
ar. arithm etic sharp these questions may not 
seem difficult, but to pupils of 14 year.-, and 
thereabouts it is vastly different. 
Their 
minds are immature, and for such, he said, 
the 
questions 
should 
be 
unmistakably 
plain, simple, direct and on practical and es­ 
sential m atters. 
Such is the practice in San 
Francisco. 
One-half of the arithm etic in use 
fur gram m ar schools is there stricken out, 
and the pupils are not even then given ques­ 
tions on examination from the text book as 
studied. 
The Sacramento questions are not, 
he said, in most cases direct. 
They are puz­ 
zles—would puzzle some good teachers to find 
out what they mean. 
T hat question call­ 
ing for a 
statem ent 
of 
the principles 
of 
proportion 
would 
puzzle 
some old 
teachers 
to 
find out 
w hat 
it meant. 
Examined 
answers 
to 
th at 
question 
in Capital Gram mar School. Answers were 
given, “ The extremes and means,” ami the 
pupils got full credit for the answ er; but it 
is no answer to the question. 
So another 
directs the pupil to “ deduce the tables of 
longitude and tim e.” T hat would, he said, 
puzzle pupils in the San Francisco Gram mar 
and higher schools. 
H e considered the ques­ 
tion indefinite and the use of the word de­ 
duce confusing. 
He would consider it no 
discredit if a whole elass should fail nn it. 
On the State Board of Exam ination once 
one-half the teachers 
under examination 
failed where the word deduce was used in a 
sim ilar manner. 
They' were from 18 to 25 
years of age, and failed to get the real m ean­ 
ing of the question ; how much more, he 
added, may children 
in 
a 
first 
grade 
he expected to be puzzled. 
He once had 
before his Board a set of questions so loosely 
put up and so indefinite th a t the Board 
deemed it only fair to accept any one of four 
different answers to several of them. 
Some 
of these questions under consideration in Sac­ 
ramento he deemed unfair and unjust to the 
pupils. If a class was trained on these school- 
m:i-terisrus and puzzles, ami their other 
studies neglected, the pupils could be brought 
up to giving correct solutions, but it would 
he, in his opinion, bad work and wasted time. 
He would not object to the questions if the 
sole object is to make the pupils arithm etic 
sharps. 
The first question, first part, requir­ 
ing an analytical statem ent, i not fair, and 
he should consider it no discredit to a teacher 
if his cla-s failed in such analysis. 
I t might 
work it, but not understand it. 
The second 
p u t is a schoolmasterism for which wit­ 
ness had the most unutterable contempt. 
I t is well enough as a puzzle, but worthless 
as a test of the practical understanding of 
the pupil of those tilings he or she ought to 
understand. 
If half of a gramm ar grade 
class had failed to get GO per cent, on such 
questions he’d con-ider he had not failed as 
their teacher. 
The questions are not only 
rem arkable fur w hat they contain, but more 
rem arkable for w hat they omit. 
There is 
nothing in them about tome of the common­ 
est thing's in use in commercial and everyday 
business life, nothing about drawing of note-, 
etc., and other practical m atters th at would 
test the child’s knowledge of the most im ­ 
portant things he might to know, 
lie cuuld 
see 
how 
a 
teacher 
could 
put 
in 
six 
months 
of 
hard 
labor and have 
Ids class tail under such puzzles, complica­ 
tions ar.J confused statem ents. 
He would 
object to these questions for his normal class 
even, all graduates of the H igh School at 
San Francisco. 
I t would be unjust and un­ 
fair to p u t them on trial under such ques­ 
tions. 
If, he said, he had a class th at had 
secured '.*0 or 93 per cent, on such questions 
he should think there was something crooked 
about it. and would a*k for a re-examination. 
I t m ight be thought th a t he spoke in terms 
too 
strong, 
he 
said, 
but 
he 
added 
th at he 
had seen so 
m any 
educated, 
cultured and cultivated women slaughtered 
on the examination bkek by questions óf 
this type th at he could not use milder lan­ 
guage when he -aid he considered questions 
it this type outrageous, ami when like ques­ 
tions were forced upon children the grievance 
is intensified tenfold, and all such things ex­ 
cited his indignation in projiortion. 
(To Mr. 
Horn blower)— The third question is a school 
m i.-teiL-m th at unfortunately is in the text 


principles in arithmetic better adapted as a means 
of mental discipline. 
Tiie first part of question two is so obscurely 
worded tiiat no class cauid answer correctly without 
explanation from the examiner. 
Tiie third question is decidedly objectionable. Not 
one child in twenty would solve it without careful 
drill in examples of precisely the same type. It is 
not practical, and I should not expect to see a 
teacher devote much time to such problems without 
believing that he expected similar questions at ex­ 
amination. 
The first part of the fifth is indefinite. At the 
best, it is amachine question, that is, one where the 
teacher asks the question from the text-book, aud 
the pupils answer word for word. 
The second part of the fifth, the sixth and seventh 
questions are fair, but would be considered difficult 
at even a teachers' cxumi ation. 
Basing my opinion on twelve years' experience 
with first-grade pupils, I hold that while, by pc-rsis - 
cut drill, thev may be taught to do such examples, 
they seldom learn, at that early age, to comprehend 
them. 
OÍ the twenty-two first grade classes in the San 
Francisco School Department, I believe not more 
than one-half could average 76 ¡-or cent, on these 
questions. And I consider the San Francisco schools 
ill every way equal to those of your citv. Very

questions in arithm etic for the first grade of 
the Gram mar School were technical, too 
difficult and unfair to pupils of 14 and 15

a g e ; th at pupils of th at grade 
should fail on such questions was to her mind 
evidence th at they had been instructed on 
other and more useful m atters iu the time al- 
loted for instruction.

ODD THINGS IN PAb-IS. 


ODD COMPLICATIONS IN 
ODD STOEY ABOUT 
THE SALON— 
RACHEL. 


Odd Doings of th e Republic and th e Odd 
Position of a Noted General 
of France, Etc. 


May 22, 18S0. 
A t the Chambers on Tuesday last a Bo- 
napartist, Robert M itchell, called Mr. Tur­ 
quet, the Sous Secretaire aux Beaux-Arts, 
to aocount for certain delays and misman­ 
agement connected with the salon. 
For 
some time past the press has been attack­ 
ing Mr. Turquet with considerable severi­ 
ty, so much so that he has thought seri­ 
ously of sending in his resignation, but 
Mr. M. unwittingly pushed a bark towards 


the drowning man, which has safely brought 
him ashore, to take a higher place than 
he has ever yet occupied. 
This interpella­ 
tion has given Mr. Turquet an opportunity 
of explaining publicly certain facts rela­ 
tive to the workings of the salon, such as 
they have existed under the supervision of 
a jury grown arbitrary through self-appro­ 
priated prerogatives, ami which are both 
curious aud interesting. Mr. Tilrquet very 


SATISFACTORILY EXPLAINED 
That all the trouble resulted from opposi­ 
tion he encountered in the jury, who have 
acted more from hostile feelings towards 
the Republican Government than from 
personal animosity towards himself. 
The 
new method of classification exasperated 
them for the reason that it prohibited the 
arrangement of their own pictures by aid 
of rep o tu m tirs, that is, in surrounding their 
pictures by inferior ones so as to render 
theirs more striking. 
Heretofore young 
artists have always been sacrificed for this 
purpose. 
It is a noted fact that in 1850 
a celebrated master occupied all the g a r - 
d im s , or workmen, three whole dayB in 
search of pictures of ilower3 so as to better 
set off his own. 
This same system has 
been carried on until this last exposition, 
when Mr. Turquet, in his desire to elevate 
art, was determined that certain known 
artists should not make of the salon a 
picture market for their own wares, and 
that young art, which is alone capable of 
saving French art from decline, should 
have a fair chance. 
Besides, this last ar­ 
rangement permits the jury to better judge 
the pictures of young artists deserving 
of prizes, since they now touch and bear 
comparison ; and as to the grand medal of 
honor, the operations of the jury will nec­ 
essarily be more sure, more impartial, the 
points of comparison approaching nearer 
and preventing mistakes. 
The public do 
not complain about this system of classifi­ 
cation which permits them to more easily 
judge of the progress of. French art. That 
there are now artists as solicitous of the 
welfaro of their own pictures at the ex­ 
pense of those of others, and who would 
easily be guilty of the same act attributed 
to the celebrated master in 1850, may be 
believed, siuce this same jury, with Mr. 
Bouguerean at their head, during this last 
exposition of 1878, voted them selves 


ALL TIIL PBI7.ES 
That were awarded, to the shaine of all 
honest Frenchmen. To revenge them selves 
on Mr. Turquet, without 
warning him 
they accepted 1,206 more pictures this year 
than last year, fully aware that no provis­ 
ion had been made for the placing of so 
large a num ber; and instead of superin­ 
tending the arrangement of all the pict­ 
ures, they devoted their entire time to the 
section of h o rs co n ro u rs where their own 
were to be hung. 
Hence, at the moment 
of the opening of the salon, a number of 
pictures were not placed, at which the 
owners complained, encouraged in their 
complaints by the jury who put all the 
blame upon Mr. Turquet. 
The speech 
made by Mr. Turquet before the Chambers 
was very fine ; it was clear, concise and 
forcible ; and it has placed him in a posi­ 
tion liablo to make him a future Minister. 
So it seems politics have crawled into the 
Beaux-Arts, and that the rea ct io n n a ires are 
determined on casting obstacles under the 
feet of the Republic upon all highways and 
even in by-paths. 
A sooicty of artists has 
been organized for the benefit of Catholic 
schools, called a Committee of Political 
Artists, of which, doubtless, Mr. Bougue- 
reau is President, since it is in his interest 
to conciliate the directors of Catholic 
churches, that he may find a place for his 
Christs and Virgins. 
Mr. Turquet is not 
a brilliant man, and has never been consid­ 
ered an orator, but this circumstance proves 
that superior and subtile men are moré 
particularly needed on occasions when a bad 
cause is to be sustained, just as a clever 
lawyer is necessary for the success of a 
poor case, and that a Republic has more 
need oi honest and loyal men whose hon­ 
esty and loyalty replace adroitness aud 
subtility. 
STARTLING PICTURE. 
One of the most startling pictures of the 
salon is the portrait of the General Mar­ 
quis de Gallifet, commander of the N inth 
Corps d’Arrncc, by Georges Becker, a 
young artist h o rs ra n co u rs. 
The portrait 
is of full length and life-size, showing the 
General in a careless attitude, with his 
sword thrust between his knees ; his face 
is exceedingly red, like a man of very chol­ 
eric temperament, and he appea-s for all 
the world furious about something and in 
the act of swearing like a trooper. 
Kvcry- 
Ixkiy stops and takes a look at the General 
- -in the first place, because his red faoc 
naturally attracts their g a z e ; aud then 
again 
because the General is thrusting 
himseif more and more on public notice. 
General Gallifet was an ardent adherent of 
the Empire, and revenged its fall on enter- j 
ing Paris at the head of the Versailles 
it' 
troops during the commune, by massacring j ™ 
men, women and children, old ami young, i j¡¡( 
and reveling in an amount of bloodshed i H., 
sufiicieut to satisfy the most insatiable of j Kr’ 
. 
ogres. 
His great boast was to have spared ¡ ofi'v w’ 'lío 
r 
. 
I Car.e, Mrs Deborah 
no one he found in his way, hut to have | uhatterton, Mrs John 
swept all before him like chaff before the 
wind, in a true imperial fashion. 
It is be­ 
lieved that were Gambctta to be found at 
Paris at that time instead of at Saint Scbas- 
tien, that the General would have called 
him out and fastened Li in to the wall with 
his bayonets as he did so many others. But 
to-day, through some metamorphose, the 
General Gallifet has become an ardent Re­ 
publican, as solicitous of the welfare of tho 
Paris canaille as he was in ridding the 
earth of them some few years ago.

TRIBU TE OP ESTEEM. 
On Monday last there took place at the 
cemetery of Montmartre the inauguration 
of the bust of Samson, 
who was the 
founder of the Society of Dramatic Artists. 
For thirty-seven years he was attached to 
the Comedie Francais, thirty-six years as 
Societaire and twenty-one years as Senior. 
Hia influence exerted ou that institution is 
very marked, the effects of which are 
keenly realized to this day, and in order to 
do him proper honor all members of the 
Theatre Francais, without exception, were 
present at this ceremouv, when Emile \ er- 
rin, director of that theater, made a touch­ 
ing and eloquent speech. 
Mr. Samson was 
the professor of Jiachel. 
It was he who 
prepared her for her debuts at the Theatre 
Francais, where sho obtained from the be­ 
ginning a marked success. 
Some critics 
state that Kaehel without her master was 
nothiug at all, and that she was incapable 
without his aid of creating any role. 
A 
scene is related as having taken place be­ 
tween Mr. Samson and his precocious pu­ 
pil, which will ever remain on the annals 
of the Theatre Francais, and to the credit 
of tho eminent professor. 
Mr. Felix, the 
father of Rachel, signed, in connection 
with Rachel, a contract with the Theatre 
Francais, under certain conditions, which 
were satisfactory to all parties, and which 
Mr. Felix himself considered as advanta­ 
geous to his daughter. 
On perceiving the 
success she obtained, he was desirous of 
deriving greater profit from it, and on look­ 
ing up the code fouud that an engagement 
signed by a minor was not valid. 
He 
stated the fact to the director, and desired 
another contract, aud demanding, at the 
same time, what every one considered as 
exorbitant terms. 
N ot a journal in Paris 
but what commented on the affair, and the 
fast growing popularity of Rachel was 
diminished in consequence. 
She went the 
following day to Mr, Samson’s house to 
take her lesson a? U3iial. 
Her professor 
asked her if it were true that she had al­ 
ready thought of such uuheard of preten­ 
sions as public minor attributed to her? 
The young tragedian answered very coolly 
that, in fact, the civil code offered her the 
means of testifying hep. gratitude to the 
Theatre Francais, which had sacrificed all 
its artists to her; that she considered her 
engagement as void, and that the sum de­ 
manded by her parents appeared to her the 
provisional measure of the talent which 
she owes to the lessons of her master. Mr. 
Samson answered her very diguifiedly that 
he gave lessons in declamation and not in 
chicanery; and that he was not in the 
habit of receiving in his house persons who 
drew their delicacy from the code. 
There­ 
upon he pointed to the door and said to her 
“ A leave /” which might have been a useful 
lesson to Rachel for one of her tragedies, 
and which lesson she must have highly ap­ 
preciated since it cost her nothing. 
Mr. 
Samson then added as a farewell : 
“ Your 
talent will be broken as is this statue.” It 
was the statuette of Rachel which he threw 
on the ground with indignation, and then 
had the pieces sw ept immediately away. 


A NOTABLE G ATHERING . 
Paul de M usset, the brother of the cele­ 
brated poet, Alfred de Musset, was buried 
from the church of the Madeleine on last 
Thursday. The Society of Letters was pres­ 
ent at the interment, of which Paul de M us­ 
set was a member. 
On that occasion were 
seen collected the most noted authors of 
Paris. 
The brother of the poet was 76 
years of age. 
He had published a number 
of novels, the most important of which 
was “ Lui e t E lle,” in answer to that of 
“ Elle et Lui,” by George Sand, wherein 
this last author excuses her conduct to­ 
wards the unhappy poet, who, it is said, 
died of love of her. 
Paul de Musset did 
not share his brother’s talent, but he did a 
great deal towards advancing that talent 
by publishing many editions of Alfred de 
M usset’s works, and by preparing all his 
theatrical pieces for the stage. 
A projet dr lot is about to be presented 
to the Chambers for the selling of all the 
crown jewels of non-artistic worth, ami of 
devoting the proceeds to the endowment 
of a national museum fund. 
The money 
to be realized is valued at from seven to 
eight millions of francs, which sum will 
permit the Government at any time to pur­ 
chase works of art from private individ­ 
uals, aud from foreigners, for the different 
museums of France, without being obliged 
to touch the public treasury. 
None but a 
Republic could be capable of laying sac- 
rcligious hantjs on objects so sacred. 
Such 
an act of vandalism is sufficient to cause 
the Kings and (jueens of France to rise up 
from their graves to punish this audacious 
people. 
W htu the sale takes place there 
will be a wailing and gnashing of teeth of 
all the numerous pretenders to the throne 
of France, who, in their day-dreams and 
night dreams,have seen themselves weighed 
down by jewels which have been paid for 
by the people’s blood. 
This will be an ex­ 
cellent opportunity for them to exhibit 
their devotion to the memory of their be­ 
loved monarchs by buying up these trink­ 
ets and preserving them as saintly relics.
